In proportkm as an artieie is vata- 
aUe. or m proportion to the Im- 
portance of the service the article is 
to render, the test increases In rlgld- 
ness and severity. The glass which 
Is to be used in the great lena of 
some telescope is inspected with m- 
nmtdy more eare than the gkMO that 
Is to be nsed tor a wtadow pane. The 
bridge over which a few foot passm- 
gers are expected to cross may be 
very superficially tested, but no train 
is permitted to pass over the new rail- 
road bridge until it has been tried by 
a weight far m excess of any tndn 
that will use that bridge. 

Sorting Fit From Unfit. 

There are tests in the educational 
life as well a* in mdustrial and com- 
mercial life. Biaminatloas are held 
In the schools, aot merely to compel 
the stndents to review the eowse. or 
to have some basis on which to 
grade them in their classes. Those 
tests are as much for the sake of the 
Institution as for the sake of the in- 
dividnaL For If any institution gets 
the name of graduating thoee who 
know little er aothtag. those who 
canaot fill the positions which they 
attempt to hold, its diplomas become 
worthless, and no one is attracted to 
that institution If inferior men are 
admitted to the bar. or to the practice 
of medicine, public confidence m all 
attorneys and physicians wHI he kwt. 
These srasC be teets wlB try a 

man's mental worth. 

Men who practice and approve ot 
such tests, because they see the ad- 
vantage of them, cannot be surprised 
that Ood should jnake a frequent prac- 
tice of teettag SMU. Aad it is not ssen 
only that Ood tests. The forest is 
tested by the storm. The weaklings 
among the trees are occuplng space 
that might be better employed. From 
such weaklings only a rai f of weak- 
lings could spring. By the storm the 
weak are separated from the strong 
and the forest is given as a 
sloe to the strong. Ia the life of the 
lower animals there are two laws 
which science has discovered: The 
struggle for existence and the sur- 
vival Of the Attest. It seems like a 
ernA and bloody arrangement, but It 
Is precses of teeing m which only the 
stronger and better sarvlve. 

Man Most Severely Tested. 

But there Is nd creature so severely 
tested as man. Disease tests his 
physical strength and endurance. The 
Btremiousness of life gives prominence 
only to those of large mental capacity 
So also there are rigid tests of a 
man's spirtual attainments. The ques- 
tion of God's permitting evil to en- 
ter the world and bring so much of a 
curse may be partially answered 
here. Evil tests and pHrn^its to sur- 
vive those of vigorous spiritual life. 
By causing them to enter tato this 
strange with evil the noble qualities 
of soul are revealed and developed, 
and in the end God will have a better 
race than could be developed In any 
other way. To no man rould God 
say, "Well done, good and faithful 
servant, enter htto the Joy of thy 
Lord." anlsss that man'a leodaess 
and flsith had been made evident un- 
der testing. 

Nor need anyone be troubled by the 
fact that the saint sometimes bas 
more to contend with than other men. 
K tests iaerseee la se t etlty m pro- 
portloa to the valne oC the artlele, or 
the Importance of its service, then the 
saint must expect to endure more 
than others. Trials are a compliment.: 
if they are seen In that light. They 
are a proof that God expects great 
things of us, that he ha 
position waiting for as.

There is economy In working as much 
land and growing aa many cro|M aa 
can be well taken care of. but there 
is no economy in sttemvting more 
than can be w^ done. 

A veteran farmer used to say that 
he planned hla work la the whiter 
so that he wotdd have under ealtlva- 
tlon just what could be thoroughly 
worked with his regular help, and he 
was usually able to gel his work done 
at the proper time, and was not 
obUged to alight his work. And he 
generaDy managed to have as good 
crops aa aay of his aalghbwra and 
ho did not work hard, either. If farm- 
era would but take a lesson from this, 
break up less land and spend more 
time in thoroughly fitting it for the 
crop they would have time to cultivate 
it more thoroughly and to harvest it 
in pnwer condition and atuin larger 
crops from the amaU area thaa they 
do from the larger.

Vellowatone Park Containa Oae of the j 
Meat Remarkable of Nataral j 

Curiosities. 

Remarkable fossil forests exist in 
.Yellowstone park, the most remark- 
able, it ia believed, ot the aeveral toa- 
sil forests which have been discovered 
— there are others in Egypt in Cali- 
fornia and In Arizona — because In the 
Yellowstfitie most of the trees wore 
entombed in tlieir original upright po- 
i;ition and not found recumheat and 
scattered about the ground. 

Ia Arlaoaa. (or laataaea. the foo- 
siUsed trunka have evidently been car- 
ried a long distance from where they 
originally grew. 

In the Yellowstone the trees now 
stand where they grew, and where 
they are entombed by the outpouring 
of various volcanic amterlala. 

Now as the softer rocks surrounding 
them are gradually worn away they 
are left standing erect on the steep 
hillsides Just as they stood when they 
were living: in fact, it is dlfllcult at 
a IttHe dlatance to diatlnguiah aosse of 
these Coeall trunks from the Hdien- 
covered stumpa ot kindred living ape- 
cies. Such an aggregation of foaall 
trunks is therefore well entitled to be 
called a true fossil forest. 

It should not be auppoeed. however, 
that these trees still retain their limbs 
and smaller branchea. for the maaa ot 
volcanic material falling on tbem 
stripped them down to bare, upright 
traaks.
